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THE CITY OF PHILADELPHU. 

The City of Philadelphia was founded in 1682-3, by "Wll- 
11am Penn, who, with a colony of Friends, had come to 
America to settle a tract of land granted to him by King 
Charles II., in payment of a debt due by government to his 
father. Before attempting any overt acts of sovereignty, 
however, Penn acknowledged and purchased the rights of 
the aborigines, and thus signalized nis arrival bv an act of 
equity, which made his person and his principles equally 
beloved. In drafting the pUm of his American city, Femi 
Lb supposed to have had In view the celebrated City of 
Babylon, which he certainly imitated in the regularity of 
the streets, and which he seemed desirous to emulate in 
rize. In 1701, however, the plan was much contracted, and 
^e city wa* declared to be bounded by the "two rivers 
Delaware ai.d Schuylkll], and Vine and Cedar streets as 
north and south boundaries." The suburbs, as population 
extended, bciu;; divided into Districts, as Spring (harden. 
Northern Liberties, Kensington, South wark, Moyamenslnff, 
West Philadelphia, dtc, which in 1850, contained nearly 
twice as many inhabitants as the city projper. 

By the "Act of Consolidation," in 1564, the corporate 
liinits of the city were made co-extensive with those of the 
County of Philadelphia— placing all Its towns and villages 
under the wise guardian^ip of a Metropolitan Mayor and 
City Councils. 

Some of the most important events in the early history of 
the city, are as follows :— In 1687, a printing press, the 
eecond in America, was set up ; in 1680, Penn established a 
Public BUgii. School with a charter ; in 1742, Franklin pro- 
jected an Academy and Free Schom. which became after- 
wards a College, and finally the " University of Pennsyl- 
vania *," in 1765, the merchants of Philadelphia, in conse- 
anence of vitrious restrictive and ill advised acts, piurticularly 
lie Stamp Act, passed by the Parliament of Great Britain, 
pledged their word of honor not to order, nor sell on com- 
mission any goods from Great Britain,, except certain 
articles, more particularly those necessary for carrying on 
manufactures, "unless the Stamp Act be repealed ;" in 1774, 
the first Congress in America assembled in Carpenter's 
Sbll, Ca building still standing) to take into consideration 
the state of our relations with the mother country. In this 
city was adopted the declaration of Independence, which 
was read fh>m a stand in the State House yard, by Captain 
John Ho^ins. July 4, 1776. 
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From September 1777, to June 1778, the Brittsfa *rmy bad 
poBsession of the city. The convention -whieh framed the 
present ConBtitntion of the United States, met here, May, 
1787. The house occupied by General Washington, when 
President of the United States, stood on the south aide of 
Market street, one door east of Sixth. The first bank eatab- 
lished in the United States was the Bank of Pennsylvania, 
opened here, July 17, 1780, with a capital of JE300,000— Its 



C^nsress passed an act establishing " a mint for the purpose 
of a^ational coinage," to be situate and carried on at the 
seat of Qovernment of the United States, for the time 
being, which was then at Philadelphia. In 1793 coinage 
was commenced In a building on Seventh street, opi>OBite 
Zane, still known as the "Old Mint," and continued there 
until 1833, when the present noble edifice at the N. W. 
corner of Chestnut and Juniper streets was connpleted. Up 
to the close of the year 1856, the mint at Philadelphia 
coined 526,636,141 pieces, of the value of $391,730,571 86— viz. 
Gold, $306,445,970 78 ; silver, $83,685,297 99, and copper, 
$1,599,803 09. The entire coinage of the United States to 
the same period was, $563,433,708 12. In the Autumn of 
1793, the yellow fever visited Philadelphia, and carried off 
more than 4000 persons, out of a population of about 40,000, 
of whom half, it was thought, had fled the city. The pesti- 
lence visited the city again in 1798, but was not so fatal as 
in 1793. In January, 1801, ihe city was supplied for the 
first time with water, ft-ona water works at Centre square. 

In 1829, the Pennsylvania canal was completed, which, 
with the Schuylkill and Union Canals, previously con- 
structed, formed a connection with the Ohio rivor. In 
December. 1831, Stephen GIrard, "mariner and merchant " 
died, wortn about $10,000,000, and bequeathed by his will 
large sums to public uses ; among others the sum of 
$2,000,000 for the establishment of a College, now known aa 
Girard College. In 1835, the city was first supplied with 
gas, from works erected on Market street, near the Schuyl 
kill. The Reading Railroad was commenced in 1835, and 
in 1842, the first train passed over the whole line between 
Philadelphia and Pottsville. In 1837, the Philadelphia, 
"Wilmington and Baltimore Railroad was completed The 
Pennsylvania Railroad, to connect Philadelphia with the 
Ohio nver, at Pittsburg, was commenced in 1847, and com- 
pleted in 1854. 

In 1810, the number of dwelling houses in the city and 
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difttrioto, was 1&,814{ and the population amounted to 111,210. 
The population of the whole of Manhattan Inlandi including 
tho City of New York, waa, at that time, 06,372. Philadel- 

Shift then, aa now, was the most healthy city in the Union- 
lie avenwe of deaths, per day, in Philadelphia, was bS, 
whereas in New York, with a smaller population, It 
wa8 6>i. 

The census of 1860 shows that Philadelphia then contained 
23,601 more dwellings than the City of Now York, and a 
population of 408,76*2, heing an increase of 68)^ per cent, in 
the ten years precedi ng. A statement lately published esti- 
mates the present population at 680,000— and oy the time of 
next census, (in 1860) it will probably reach 700,000. The 
entire length of the city is 23 miles, and tho average breadth 
6yi miles. The densely inhabited portion extends about 
4 miles on the Delaware, and 2)^ miles on the Schuylkill, 
having an average breadth between the two rivers of 12,098 
feet, 8 inches, or nearly 2H miles. Philadelphia is the most 
healthy of the great cities of the United States. This fact 
is established by the statistics of many past years. Tho 
following report wai» presented to the State Medical Society

Besides its superiority in healthfulness, Philadelphia is 
nnapproacbed by any other of the great cities in tho impor- 
taht particulars of general cleanliness, wholesomeness of 
-water and the excellence of its markets ; and as respects 
domestic accommodations, its superiority, at least over New 
York, is strikingly revealed by the census of 1860, which 
■howed an average of IZH persons to a house In that city, 
and only 6X in Philadelphia. ' * 

The length of the rail roads centering in Philadelphia, in- 
eluding the Pittiibarg, Fort Wayne, and Chicago road, is 
about 1575 miles, bostlng $137,142,626,60. The canals and 
rail roads leading to the anthracite coal regions of Pennsyl- 
vania, are to length 2380 miles, cost $127,350,044, and send to 
Philadelphia annually about 5,000,000 tons of coaL The 
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total length of rail roads In PenntylvanU la 8^429 milea, an^ 
the coet about |160,000,000. 

Of the extent of her manafaotaree, rhiladelphia may 'vrell 
be proad.

5631 gas and fluid lamps, public squares, 14 cemeteries, 9 
rail road depots, 90 fire engine houses, 17 station houses, S 
race courses, besides hotels, restaurants, saving instltntloDs, 
Insurance companies, charitable Institutions, bridges, ves- 
sels at the wharA'es, truck and other farms, too onmerons t« 
mention. A statist, prosecutins his researches with due 
diligence, might ascertain, that this wilderness of brick and 
mortar is inhabited by about 600,000 persons, white, black, 
mixed and millionaires, including, as i)er Directory of 1858, 
1160 Snoiiths, 540 Browns. 480 Johnsons, 440 Jonotes,and^ 
Thompsons. Further, If he be curious In such matters, he 
may probably discover that this people, collectively, * are 
well to do,* owning real and personal property to Uie value 
of about 1450,000.000, though assessed for much less : that in 
1857, they paid into the City Treasury $4,072,276; besides 
supporting about 600 lawyers, 1000 physicians, over 900 
teachers, and half as many preachers ; that their city oA- 
cials comprise 1 Mayor, 1 City Bolicltor, 1 City Controller, 
1 Beoetvor of Taxes, 8 City Commissioners, 1 City Trsa- 
surer, 1 Chief Engineer of water Department, 1 Chief ^• 
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glneerof Fire Department, 1 Chief Engineer of Gas Worke. 




members of a Board of Health, (now 12,) with 7 officers and 
10 execntlvo officers, 24 Gaardians of the Poor, (now 12,) 
with 7 officers, and 13 out -door visitors, numerous assistants 
and clerks in each department ; that their police force con* 
sists of 

One Mayor whose salary is |350O per annum. 
One Mayor's Clerk " 1000 " 

One Chief of Police " 1500 « 

Eight High Constables, each 700 '* 
Four Special Officers, " 600 " 

One Supt. of Fire Telegraph 1200 " 
One assistant 000 " 

Sixteen Lieutenants, each 650 " 

Thirty-two Sergeants, " 600 " 

Six hundred and fifty Police- 
men, eadi 500 " 
Who made In 1867, 21,687 arrests, and restored 3,4S0 lost 
children. And notwithstanding the immense expenditure 
required for public purposes, the people had money enough 
left to contribute vast sums in charitv ; build 75 four- story 
dwellings, 991 three story dwellings, 9 churches, 12 factories, 
and 4 school houses * support 4^ omnibuses, spend about 
$6000 per night in public amusements, lager beer concerts, 
Sec. : smoke about $1,000,000 worth of segars, and purchase 
^,000,000 worth of oysters ; and they consumed among 
other things, 60,425 beeves, 11,930 cows, 100,479 swine, 
803.900 sheep, exclusive of meat brought in markettcagons ; 
ana drank and wasted 6,318,880,116 gallons of water.'' 

We may add that Philadelphia contains oyer 7,000 plaoM 
(licensed and unlicensed,) where Intoxicating Ijlquora are 
sold. It is probable that the average sales of these placet 
are not less than ten dollars per day, each, making the enor* 
xnous annual aggiegate of Twenty-tlve Millions, five hun> 
dred and fifty-five thousand dollarrt, (|26,565,000,)— or, if the 
average sales reach but seven dollars per day each, an ag- 
gregate of seventeen millions, eight hundred and eignty-five 
thousand dollars, ($17, 885,000,) expended each year lu the 
propagation of poverty, misery, crime and death 1

The Province of Pennsylvania had no legislative hall or 
public building for the use of its oflaicers, and as years rolled 
on, and the province increased In population, the necoBsity 
of some such acccommodation became pressing. 

The first movement in favor of tlie estabushment of a 
permanent house for the Provincial Legislature, took place 
in Februanr, 1729, when a petition was presented to the 
Assembly, by the citizens of Philadelphia, asking that the 
city and county should be empowered " to build a market 
ana State House iu Market street, near the prison." This 
petition was laid on the table, but the suggestion wan 
adopted. An Act was passed on the 10th of May, 1720, ^'for 
omitting of thirty thousand pounds In bills of credit, for the 
better support of Government and the trade of this pro- 
vince ;" and in that law was an appropriation of «£2,000, for 
the purpose of building a State House, to Andrew HamiltoD, 
the Speaker, Thomas Lawrence, and John Kearsley, as 
Trustees. 

Nothing was done In relation to the matter until October 
16, 1730, when William Allen, on behalf of the trustees, 
bought a lot on the south side of Chestnut street ^between 
Fifth and Sixth streets, a lot at the 8. W. corner of Fifth and 
Chestnut streets, and a lot on Fifth street about half-way 
from Chestnut, together with four ground rents on lots on 
Chestnut street and Fifth street. These purchases included 
ground beginning at Fifth street and extending along Chest- 
nut street to another lot bounded on Sixth street. Matters 
thus remained until February and June, 1732, when, by two 
purchases, the lot southeagt comer of Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, and a lot on Fifth street, were bought, which gave 
to the trustees a piece of ground extendlngfrom Biflh to 
Sixth street, and southwardly half-way to Walnut street. 
On the centre of this lot, fronting on Chestnut street, the 
State House seems to have been commenced in the summer 
of 1782. On the 8th of August, it was moved In the Assem- 
bly, ** that the ground on which the State House is now to 
be built, be vested in trust in some body politic and cor- 
porate, capable of succession, who may be compelled to 
execute that trust in such manner as shall be directed by 
the General Assembly for the time being." 
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This was deferred for further consideration. The arehl- 
teot who prepared the plan of this venerable building was 
Andrew Hamilton. It is probable that the Assembly first 
oocapied the State House at the session commenciiu^ October 
1735. The acUolning buildingSf called Frovinoe Hall, were 
nearly completed in January, 1786. 

Up to this time the property had been held by Hamilton 
and Allen, upon the confidence that they would act pro- 

Sirly ; but enough money had been expended on the State 
onse to render it a prudent matter to have some further 
assurance. Accordingly, an Act of Assembly was passed 
February Zlst, 1736, desiring Andrew Hamilton ana Wil- 
liam Allen, to convey the State House lot and buildlne to 
John Kinsley, Joseph Kirkbride, Caleb Copeland and Thos. 
Bdwards, in trust " to and for the use of the representatives 
of the freemen of the province, which now are, and fh>m 
time to time hereafter, snail be, duly elected by the freemen 
aforesaid, and to and for such other uses, intents and pur- 
poses as they, the said representatives, at any time or times 
thereafter, in general assembly met, shall decree and ap- 
point—Provided always, and it is hereby declared to be the 
true intent and meauine of these presents, that no part of 
the said ground lying to the south of the State House, as it 
is now built, be converted into, or made use of for erecting 
any sort of building thereupon, but the said ground shall be 
enclosed and remain a public green and walk forever." 

This act was not literally complied with. Hamilton, by 
his will, directed his heirs to execute the trust. Allen 
made some deeds several years afterward, but the circum- 
stances were so notorious, and the trustees and their repre- 
sentatives so honest, that no trouble arose. The Assembly, 
fh)m time to time, as the trustees died ofif, elected others, 
and the practice continued until the Revoliition, when the 
State of Tennsvlvania assumed a right to hold property 
which the humble Province seemed doubtful of possessing. 

In February, 1736, Edmund Wooley and Ebenezer Toni- 
Ilnson presented a petition stating that they had nearly 
completed what they had undertaken to perform, and asking 
some instructions as to finishing the building. 

It was resolved that to wainscot along the inside of the 
State House was then too great a charge for the Province 
to bear, and that wainscoting a part might be lost when the 
whole came to be finished. 

It was therefore ordered that the inside of the building 
should be plastered, **a proper comish put around the 
room, next the ceiling, and a surbase l>elow." From this It 
seoms that the previous orders to finish the chamber for the 
Assembly room with wainscot, were suspended. 
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A very important resolation was pmmod February 20, 
1736, by which the lots at the aouthweBt corner of Chestnut 
and Fifth streets, and the southeast corner of Chestnut and 
Sixth streets, each fifty feet fh>nt, bv seventy-three feet 
deep, were appropriated for two public buildings of the 
like outward form, structure and dimensions ; the one for 
the use of the County, the other for the use of the City of 
Philadelphia, and are " to be for the holding of courts, or 
common nails, and not for private dwellings." 

Directions were given to trustees to convey the lots to the 
county and city, If within twenty years they should erect 
the proposed buildings, upon the payment of the value of 
the ground when originally purchased. 

The accounts of the commissioners for building the State 
House were audited in 1738. Hamilton had expended j£4,043 
Ida. lld.y on account of the State House, and was allowed for 
commissions, services, etc., X402 S«. 9^d. 

There were still owing small bills amounting to jC22C 
17«. 6d.j making the whole of Hamilton's outlav j^,666 17*. 
Ud. Among the credits were £11 '* for an old house sold 
Caleb Ramsted." 

lAwrence had paid jB39919t. and Zd.y and Kear^ley X550. 
Both of these gentlemen had money in their hands, and 
were allowed a small commission . 

In 1739, sundry proposals for finishing the rooms of the 
State House were agreed to, and it was resolved to enclose 
the ground with a wall. In the ensuing spring. It is probable 
that by the end of 1744, the building was finished, according 
to the original plan, and occupied, as Edmund Wooley's biU 
was then presented, and nothing more appears on the 
minutefl of the Assembly on the subject. 

The State House, as then finished, had no steeple, and it 
presented an appearance very much like it does now in 
front, with the exception that the doorway was plain and 
made in the same style as the window frames. 

The prenent doorway was put up long after the original 
builders of the State House were in their gnxw^ and the 
present entrance, as we now have it, was copied by some of 
our stupid and tasteless County Commissioners, from the 
doorway then in front of St. James* Church, in 7th, above 
Market street, to make a job for some political favorite. 
The hall ran through the centre, from north to south, the 
building being of an oblong shape. The back door was. 
where is now, the interior archway leading into the hall 
where the doorway is placed, and which is the base of the 
tower sustaining the steeple. 

Adjoining the main building fronting on Chestnut street, 
were the piazzas and the square buildings used for offices. 
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each of which had eix windows fh>Dt In the second story, 
and two doors and four windows below. The roofs were 
quadrangrular ; four chimneys rising above these houses 
snggested that there were probably four rooms on each 
floor. 

East and west of these buildings, were, at the time of 
which we write, (1745) low brick walls, extending to Fifth 
and Sixth streets, and along the same, the top shielded with 
shingles, as the walls of oi>en bridges on country roads are 
atill protected. 

On the 27th of February, 1750, the Assembly determined 
that a building should be erected on the south side of the 
State House, to contain a stair case, with a suitable place 
for hanging a bell. ' 

This erection, afterwards called ** the new addition to the 
State House ,^' was the bell tower, and the place for hanging 
the bell was in a steeple, as the aspiring ambition of our 
ancestors then determined. 

There was already a bell belonging to the Assembly— 
probably the same one that had been used to call the mem- 
bers together at the commencement of the sessions, which 
is spoken of in the rules of order as "the ringing of 
the bell." 

The superintendents were directed, in October, 1761, to 
got a bell of such dimensions and weight as they should 
think suitable. 

June 7th, 1753. Last week was raised and fixed in the 
State House steeple, the new great bell, cast here by Pass 
6c Stow, weighing 2,080 pounds, with this motto : " Pro- 
claim liberty throughout all the land, to all the inhabitants 
thereof" 

The people of that day were right loyal. They could not 
have forseen how apposite the chosen inscription would 
become In the course of events, of which they could hot 
have the remotest anticipation. That bell did "proclaim 
liberty throughout the land." Thus was finished, by the 
hanging of the bell, the building of the State House— an 
operation that occupied twenty years from the time it was 
commenced until the uteeple was finished. 

The carved work of the interior of the main building was 
executed by Brian Wilkinson, to whom an appropriation of 
JS85 was made in 1764. The clock was made by Peter 
Stretch, a resident of the city, whose location was at the 
southeast corner of Front and Chestnut streets. When the 
State House was finished, the east room, first fioor, (Inde- 
pendence HulL) was occupied by the Assembly, the west 
room by the Supreme Court. The Philadelphia Library 
Company was granted the mie of one of the upper ehara- 
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hvn, Tb«re wm % room called the long galleryt or the 
lobby, and the Governor and Provincial Coonoil used one 
of the upper apartments. 

Up to 1762, the State House yard occupied only one-half 
the square. 

On Walnut street, the property belonged to private per- 
■ons, and there "were sonae nouses upon their lots. The 
estates fronting on Walnut were then purchased by the 
Trustees, for the Province, from Thomas Gordon. Robert 
Tempest, Joseph Shippen, Jr., John Ohappel, David Irwin, 
and «fohn Townsend, whose brick house was at the comer of 
Sixth street. Thus the whole of the State House yard (or 
Independence Square, as it has been called of late years) 
became the property of the nubile. 

The lots at Fifth and Chestnut streets and Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, were conveyed to the City and to the 
County for a City Hall and Court House, in 1763,— on 
payment of jC50— of the width of 60 feet, and depth of 
72 feet. 

In 1787, an additional 16 feet was granted in the depth, 
making the lots 88 feet deep. 

In 1776, the Provincial Assembly, and Congress also, met 
there. When the Assembly was in session, Congrees proba- 
bly met In the Supreme Court room, on the west side of the 
main entrance. 

Daring the vacations of the Legislature, the Assembly 
room, belug the most convenient, and especially fitted up 
for the use of the legislative body, was used by the Con- 
tinental delegates. 

On the 7th of June, 177Q» Richard Henry Lee, of Virginia, 
moved in Congress, then sitting? in the State House, **that 
the United Colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and 
independent SUtes ; and that all political connection be- 
tween them and the State of Great Britain is, and ooght 
to be, totally dissolved." 

This matter was debated till the first of July, when the 
resolution was adopted In those words. This was, there- 
fore, really the Declaration of Independence. 

While the subject was under consideration, a committee, 
composed of Thomas Jefibrson, John Adams, Bei^Jamla 
Franklin, Roger Sherman, and Robert P. Livingston, had 
been appointed to set forth the reasons for the step. 

This Committee reported the draft of a proper document 
on the 28th of Jane ; out it had not been considered on the 
Ist of July when Independence was declared. 

It was taken up Immediately afterward, and after debate 
and amendment, was adopted as we now see It, on the 4th 
of July. 1776. 
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The Ooanoll of Safety retolYed that the Deolaration should 
be proclaimed at the State Houee, by the Sheriff of the 
County of Philadelphia. 

Thle taslc was ezeooted accordingly, the Declaration being 
read to the people by John Nixon, on behalf of tlie Sheritt 

Three oheent were given when the reading was finished. 
Klne Assooiators previously appointed by the Committee of 
Inepection, then took down the King's arms in the Supreme 
Court room of the State House, and they were burned on 
the commons. In the afternoon, the Ave battalions of Asso- 
elfUiors assembled on the commons, and the Declaration was 
read at the head of each regiment. I*, was election day also 
a& the State House, and members of the Assembly were 
TOted for amid the confusion made by the ringing of the 
State House bell and other bells, and by the light of bonfires 
at ni^-ht. 

In April, 1781, the Assembly passed a resolution that thu 
State House Steeple should be taken down. 

The work was done during the summer of 178L The 
wooden steeple was taken down to the brick work on the 
tower. The latter was covered with a high roof, from which 
ascended a short tapering spire, with a weathercock. 

North of the spire, on the roof, the bell was suspended in 
an open belfry supported by four i>o6ts. The machinery of 
the clock was in the centre of the main building, the faces 
displayed toward Fifth and Sixth street. They resembled, 
io fashion, those tall eight-day clocks, which we often see in 
old fashioned mansions. The faces were decorated la the 
eight-day clock style, with a pediment and side pillars. The 
clock case, or an imitation of It, was of dressed stone, and 
extended to the ground. On each side of the dock case, 
facing toward Fifth and Sixth streets, were two windows 
that opened respectively into the Assembly room, or Hall of 
Independence, and the Supreme Court room. A doorway, 
with high wooden steps, also led from the yard into the 
Court room upon the west end of the structure. 

In 1777-8, the British made of the State House, alternately 
a hospital and a prison. After the battle of Qermantown, 
Oetober,4,1777, the wounded were broufi^t into the city. 
The Americans were taken to the State House. There, m 
the great hall, in the Assembly room, and upon the steps, 
were placed the bleeding and ghastly bodies of the sufferers 
in that memorable action. At the State House, In July, 
1778.— the city being free from the English Invaders— was 
performed a very important ceremony, in the reception of 
Conrad Alexander Gerard, the first Minister Arom France to 
the United States. 

After the declaration of peace, when the minds of the

people became tarned towards the improvement of the eity, 
many matters that had been considered necessary before tiae 
commencement of the Revolutionary stmgffle, again pressed 
themselves upon their attention : among others was the im- 
provement of the Btate House lot, by the erection of new 
public buildings. 

Neither city nor county had been able to take advanti«» 
of the permission given by the grant of February, 1762, by 
the institution of measures for the erection of a Court 
House and City Hall. 

In 1785. the Assembly gave direction that the old jail at 
Third ana Market streets, should be sold ; and of the money 
received for the same, jB3,000 should be appropriated to the 
Ck>unty of Philadelphia for the erection oi a Court House at 
Bixth and Chestnut streets, and JSS^OOO to the city for the 
erection of a City Hall at Fifth and Chestnut streets. The 
lots were shortly afterward extended to the depth of eighty- 
eight feet. The county was the earliest to carry out the 
provisions of this law. 

In the spring of 1787, work was commenced on the Court 
House, the cellars of which were dug by the convicts, com- 
monly called ♦* Wheelbarrow men." 

In 1700, the City Hall was commenced, and was finished in 
the succeding year. 

The Court House was given up for the use of Congress 
during the time the seat of government was located in the 
city. The Senate occupied the south room, second atory, 
now District Court room. No. L 

The House of Representatives had the north room, first 
floor, now in x>osB6ssion of the Receiver of Taxes. 

Under the confederacy. New York was chosen as the seat 
of government; but after the adoption of the Constitution, 
Philadelphia was selected to be the place of meeting of Con> 
gress for ten years, until the new Federal Capital, in the 
IHstrict of Columbia, was properly prepared by the erection 
of buildings, etc. 

Gieneral Washington spent nearly the whole of his i>resi- 
dential life in Philadelphia, and John Adams the greater 
part of his term also. During this period, the Btate House 
was the scene of many memorable debates and most impor- 
tant transactions, a fall account of which would belone more 
properly to a history of Congress. In 1800, th e seat of Fede- 
ral Government was removed to Washington, and the nnmt 
year the Btate Legislature ceased to meet in Philadelphia. 

In May, 1787, the Federal Convention met at the Sttte 
House for the purpose of forming the Constitution of the 
United States. General Ckorge Washington presided, aad 
Major William Jackson was secretary. 
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After ■ifcting wtth closed doori nntU the 18th of Septem- 
ber, fkUowlDg, the body adjourned, having accomplished the 
object for which it was created. 

The adoption of the Constitution waa celebrated with a 
orand procession, which took place Jaly4, 1788, and it was 
hmg tfulced of as the most splendid display of the kind ever 
made in Philadelphia. 

Up to the period of the Revolution, very little attention 
-waa i>ald to the laying out and embellishment of the Btato 
"Honse yard, or Independance Square, as it is called in 
xnodern times. Mr. Samuel Vaughan, a public-spirited 
citizen, took a very lively interest in the matter, and by his 
exertions principally, theground was improved. 

In 1785, through Mr.Yaughan*s influence, Col. 6eoi^ 
Morgan, of Morganza, presented the State witn one hundred 
elms for the square, and they were planted there. 

In 1812, the County Commissioners obtained permission 
firom the State Legislature to demolish the old arcades, &o.. 
east and west of the main building of the State House, uid 
to erect the present county offices. The latter were put up 
in 1813, and we doubt whether any city in the world, wltn 
population and wealth equal to Philadelphia, has as mean 
offices of record as the shanttes popularly known as ** Rotten 
Bow." About the time this improvement (?) was made, the 
remainder of the old wall whlcn enclosed the square, was 
out down, and iron railtng put up at a cost of 17,000. A 
portion of the necessary rands was raised by private sub- 
scription. A number of years before that time, a portion of 
the wall was cut down and railing placed upon it. 

In 1818, the State conveyed to the City ef .Philadelphia, 
the State House, with Its appurtenant buildings, and sold to 
the city all the remainder of the square, e;ccept that occu- 
pied by the Hall of the Philosophical Society, on the pay- 
ment of |70iX)0. There was a proviso appended to this 
tramsfer, to the effect '' that no part of the said ground lying 
to the southward of the State House, within the wall as it 
is now built, be made use of for erecting any sort of build- 
Xff/gB thereon : but the same shall be and remain a public 
green and walk forever." 

On the morning of the 26th of December, 1821, the County 
Court House, at Sixth and Chestnut streets, took Are, and 
in spite of the exertions of the firemen, the roof and cupola 
were partially destroyed. Fortunately the Are took place 
in daylight, and the main building and wings of the State 
House escaped damage. 

At another time, the roof of the City Hall, at the comer 
of Fifth and Chestnut streets, was mostly destroyed by fire. 

The American Philosophical Society obtained firom the 
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BtAte Legitlature, in 1786, ft mat of the portion of the 
Muare apon which their building in Fifth street, below 
Ohestnat, stands. • 

This Btmctnre -wms erected in 1787, and a few years since 
it was sold to the United SUtes for the sum of f78,O0O— 
permission to make the sale having been first obtained from 
the State Legislature. 

Ooveroment now offers the building for sale, sa^ijeot to 
eertidn oontinffencies, and an effort is being made to sell to 
the city, which can be the only purchaser under the act of 
the Legislature. 

On the 7th of February, 1828, Mr. Francis Gumey Smith, 
a member of Common Council, introduced the followinflf 
resolution : 

RuUved^ By the Select and Common Councilii, That a 
Joint Committee of two mem1>eis fh>m each Connell, be 
appointed to have the turret in the rear of the State House 
surveyed, and if found adapted to the purpose, to procure a 
plan and estimate of the cost of cariying it up to a height 
sufficient to place a clock and bell therein, to be called the 
"City Clock," firom which the time for the whole city can 
be regulated. 

This resolution was adopted, and the following named 

Smtlomen were appointed to carry it into effect : Common 
ounoil'Francis G. Smith and Benijraiin Tilghman. Select 
Council— Manuel Eyre and John W. Thompson. Mr. F. 
G. Smith was made chairman of the Joint Committee, and 
under his supervision, the steeple, as we now see it, was 
erected. 

Mr. William Strickland was the architect who had charge 
of the work, and the steeple was modeled after the orieiiud 
structure, except that sixty feet were added to its height, 
to render it less squatty in appearance *, and in the place of 
four Venetian windows, the present clock dials wera intro- 
duced. The clock, which was made for the new steeple, 
was constructed by Isaiah Lukens, a very ingeniona me- 
ohanic, at a cost of $2,075. 

A bell, weighing 4,276 pounds, was oast by J. Wilbankt 
at a cost of 1^157. 

This bell did not give satisfaction, and it was replaced by 
another, oast by the same person, and weighing 4,000 
lK>undB. 

This was subsequently oracked, and the present bell was 
put up in its place. 

The total cost of repairing the building, erecting the 
steeple, and ftimishing the latter with a douc and belL was 
|1«,608. 

Old Independenoe Bell was kept as a flra bell, and as a 
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mediam upon which to strike the hour, until the new olook 
and bell were in working order, when it wns removed IVom 
under its pent-roof on the main bnilding, and placed in 
honorable retirement in the steeple. 

There it was only rung on the 4th of Jnly, or tolled upon 
the occasion of the death of some distinguished man. It 
finally 1>ecame bo badly cracked as to be useless, and after 
Consolidation it was^ taken down stairs and placed in the 
Hall of Independence, where it is enshrined upon an appro- 
priate pedestal and surmounted by an es^le. 

In 1824^ when Lafayette risited Philadelphia, he had a 
ffrand popular reception in the old Hall, and this seems to 
have been among the first events which showed that there 
was much appreciation of the historical interest attached to 
the room. 

Tho building of the new steeple, in 1829, seems to have 
aroused public spirit in the matter; and upon the 8th of 
Julv, 1830, petitions were sent in to the City Councils, 
asking that the Hall should be restored, as nearly as pos- 
sible, to its original condition. The historical associations 
of the place were appropriately referred to in these peti- 
tions, and the petitioners asked that the old carvinsrs, &c , 
should be restored, that the walls should be covered with the 
portraits of the groat men of the Revolution, commencing 
with Washington, and that for tho future, th6 apartment 
should be devoted to " dignified purposes only." 

The going into effiect of Consolidation, in 1864, effected a 
veiy desirable change in the management of the Hall. 

l^e room was put in excellent condition ; old Indepen- 
dence Bell was mounted upon a handsome pedestal ; the 
walls were decorated with the x>ortraits of the soldiers and 
statesmen of the revolution, purchased at the sale of the 
Peale ^llery, in October, 1854, and it was made the special 
dntv of a ianitor to take charge of the ajmrtment and attend 
to the visitors who ao thither. 

After the reraovalof the museum from the State House, 
the apartments it had occupied were fitted up for the United 
States District Court room, and the United States Marshal's 
office. When Consolidation took place, in 1854, the old 
Council chambers in the second story of the City Hall, at 
Fifth and Chestnut streets, were found to be too small tar 
the largely increased size of the bodies meeting in them, and 
the entire second story of the main building of the State 
House was torn out and converted into meeting places for 
the City Legislature. Select and Common Councils now 
meet there, weekly. 

We cannot, perhaps, better conclude this sketch than by 
giving an extract from a recent Fourth of July oration,

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made by the Honorable Edward Everett . " Eighty-two 
years ago this day," said the orator, " a deed whicE neither 
France nor England. Greece nor Borne, ever witnessed, 
was done in Independence Hall, in the City of Philadelphia 
—a deed which cannot be matched in all the history of the 
world. That old Hall should be forever kept sacred, as the 
scene of sach a deed. Let the ralus of Heaven distill gently 
en its roof, and the storms of Winter beat softly on its door. 
As each successive generation of those who have been bene- 
fitted by the great Declaration made within it, shall make 
their pilgrimage to that shine, may they think it not un- 
seemly to call its walls salvation and its gates praise." 



WATER WORKS OF CITY OF PHILADELPHIA. 

Benjamin Franklin was, it is believed, the first who pub- 
licly called the attention of the citizens of Philadelphia to 
the important subject of watering the city from some other 
source than the wells then used. 

In 1801, water works were established at Centre Square. 
Broad and Market btreets. The water was pumpea 
into a tunnel at the foot of Chestnut street, on the Schuyl- 
kill, by a steam engine, and flowed through it to Centre 
Square, where it was pumped into two wooden tanks at the 
top of the building, whence it was distributed by wooden 
pipes throughout the old city. 

In 1811, these works were found so very deficient that 
the Councils directed Mr. Frederick Graff to examine and 
report a suitable site for the erecting of more efficient 
works. The site chosen was Fairmount, then called Morris 
Hill, where the design of Councils was carried out by con- 
structing a reservoir on the hill, and works for pumping 
water into It, the power being supplied by a steam en^e. 
The engine made oy Oliver Evans was put into sucoeatftil 
operation, but in a short time it was found unequal to the 
increasing demands upon it, and it was proposed by Mr. 
Graff to erect the present extensive water works. The pro- 
position was adopted by Councils, and works were con* 
structed, which for beauty and usefulness are unrivalled io 
the world. 

THE FAIRMOUNT WATER WdRKS. 

These works were projected and constructed, as stated 
above, to supp ly th e city with water, and with the exception 
of the Turbine wheel and pump attached to it. are now com- 
pleted as designed. All that portion of the city lying south 
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of Vine ■treet, ia sof^ed by th«m. They were first pnt 
iDto operation July let, 1822. There are eight breast wheels, 
fifteen and eighteen feet in diameter, fifteen feet length of 
bucket, and one Jonval Turbine, seven feet .In diameter, 
driving motion to nine double acting pumps, sixteen inches 
diameter of cylinder, and five and six feet stroke of piston. 
Their capacity, at a good stage of water, is twelve millions 
of gallons per day ; and in seasons of drought, ten millionti 
may be set down as their utmost capacity. The cost of 
these works, without mains or reservoirs, but including

cost of water power, dam, mill-house and pumps, was in aU 
about six hundred thousand dollars, as they are now. 1 
running expenses were, last year, three thousand, eight hun- 
dred and fortv-seven dollars— add to this the interest of the 
cost, thirty six thousand dollars. The repairs, which are 
not so ftrequently necessary as to the steam machinery, are 
about five uiousand dollars per annum, for keeping up the 
dam, gates, wheels and pumps, in good working order. 
The cost of nosing one million of gallons of water into the 
reservoir, is |14 66, or 16 27.100 cents per million gallons, 
raised one foot high. 
CFairmount works are now, (1860) being greatly enlarged.) 

RESERVOIRS. 

At Fairmonnt, there are four reservoirs, oontuning to- 
gether, 26,896,636 gallons ; the surface of the water is 06 feet 
above tide. Another reservoir, located on Corinthian ave- 
nue and Poplar street, is connected with these works. The 
aurfiice of toe water in this reservoir is 110 feet above tide. 
This will contain 20,321,392 gallons, and with the four reser- 
voirs at Fairmount, a storage capacity of 47,218,028 gallons. 
This would be equal to the average supply of nearly four 
days when the d^nand was greatest. 

SCHUYLKILL WORKS- 

At these works are four low pressure, or condensing en- 
gines, built by the old District of Spring Garden. The capaci- 
ty of these works, through their present mains, and with the 
boilers now in use, is 10,000,000 of gallons . The cost of them 
MB they are, as near as can be ascertained, is about $160,000, 
the running expenses (coal, oil, engineers, firemen, &c.,) the 
past year, |29,467 83 ; the repairs are about $3,000 per annum, 
interest on cost of work included, making the whole run- 
ning expenses $41,468, or $14 70 oer million gallons, raised 
Into the reservoir, or 12 41 .100 cents per million gallons raised 
onA.font hiffh.

TWENTV-FOl'RTH WAHD WORKS, 

{West Philadelphia.) 

There are two direct acting Cornish pumping (bull) en- 
gines here. The steam cylinders are Inverted and placed 
Immediately over the pumps, the pistons of the steam 
cylinders being attached directly to the pwnp-plnngers. 

The cost of these works, as nearly as can oe ascertained, 
is about $266,000. The cost of pumping water at these 
works, the past year, including interest upon engines and 
enfflne houses, fcc, coal, oil, repairs, 4kc., wages of engineers 
ana firemen, was |10,482 06. or |I6 48 per million gallons 
raised into the stand pipe; equal to 22 83.100 per million gallons 
raised one foot high. The stand pipe is still depended upon 
for a reservoir. 

Total quantity of water pumped by all the works in the 
city during the year 1868, 6,880,426,050 gallons. Daily 
average, 18,788,163. 



OAS WORKS OF miLADELPHIA 



On March 0, 1836, an ordinance was jmssed by the Coun- 
cils of Philadelphia, establishing the City Oas Workn. Its 
essential features were that a capital stock of $126,000 should 
be created, and paid in. forming a Stock Company for the 
purpose ox manufacturing gas. and supplying the city and 
citizens with the same : the subscribers to take all the risk, 
and the management to be confided to a board of Trustees 
elected by Councils ; the City reserving the right to take 
possession of the works by giving the subscribers 6 per cent. 
dty loans, redeemable in twenty years in exchange for the 
stock. 

In 1841, under the above agreement, the city took posses- 
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floQ, and settled with the Stockholders, by giving the 
1125,000, and alSo|48,MO in lien of the original capital, and 
all the profits of the works to the same date, in 6 and 
per cent, city loans secured on the works and city property. 
At the same time the works were to he contlnnea under a 
Board of Tmstees, and for the payment of the loans the 
profits were to be applied ; first, 6 per cent for the interest 
on the loans, and the balance to the sinking fnnd. In 1844, 
the price of gas was reduced by ordinance, and the profits 
were appropriated, 6 per cent for the interest on the loans, 
2 per cent, for the sinking fund, and the additional sum of 
$20,000 for a contincrent fund, which was applied to puttinff 
in meters and attachments ; which sum was finally Inoreasea 
by ordinance of 1846, to $30,000 annually. The price of gas 
was reduced at this time to $2 per thousand feet, for private 
use, and $1 per thousand feet for public lamps ; the con- 
sumption oi gas became so great that the extend ve gas 
works at Point Breeze were erected and completed in 1n>4, 

By the Act of Consolidation of 1854, the gas works of the 
old Districts came under the control of the Consolidated 
City, when thev were put in the possession and under the 
control of the Trustees of th-* City Gas Works, by ordinance 
of March 20, 1855, on the following conditions : that the 
assessed value of the Spring Oarden, Moyaraensing, West 
Philadelphia, Belmont and Frankford Gas Works, shall be 
$450,000. and that the Trustees shall pay out of the profits 
to the City Treasurer. 6 per cent, to pay the interest, and 2 
I>er cent, to the sinking fnnd, for the final redemption of 
the above assessed valuation. 

By the same ordinance, the price for gas for each public 
lamp was not to exceed $25 per annum, and an ordmauce 
was approved February 16, 1856, authorizing the Mayor to 
contract with the Trustees for three years for lighting, 
cleansing and repairing the public lamps for the sum of 
$38 42 annually for each, from January 1, 1856. 

During the year 1858, the Trustees became possessed of 
the Germantown, Richmond and Southwark Gas Works. 
The price to private consumers at this time. (1859) is $2 25 
per one thousand feet, the number of public lamps supplied 
by gas, is 4,880, fiuid 977, total number of lamps in city, 
5,867.

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SECtTRITY AND STABILITY OF THE SYSTEM. 



** The system of Llfo losoranoe, as a mode of Lnvestment, 
has many oonslderationa to recommend it to the favorable 
attention of all, bat especially of those who are so circum- 
stanced in life as to be placed beyond the pale of ordinary 
mercantile transactions ; its freedom from anxiety and care, 
and the comfortable assarance which it imparts, that, amidst 
all the commotions, tumults and revolutions, which com- 
merce may experience, their capital is safe, and progressively 
augmenting/* 

"To support what has been advanced on this head, a few 
additional reasons may be given.** 

"The first I would notice Is, that there Is no risk 1 Be- 
cause the business Is of so methodical and mathematical a 
character, as to be untouched and unshaken by the vioiMl- 
tudes of commerce, the troubles of politics, or the tides of 
the stock exchange. Indeed, it may be said with propriety, 
that the more stormy the speculative world may be, the 
more surely does the under current of Life Insurance make 
its way ; the more insecure commerelal structures may be, 
the more secure are Life Insurance Companies. It Is, 
nevertheless, a fact, although it may appear at first sight 
somiOwhat paradoxical, that the pecuniary benefit of Life 
Ofllces is actually enhanced by the changes and disasters of 
the speculative portion of society ; for by the mishaps of 
others, money is Increased in value, and it is only In money 
that Life Insurance Companies deal. The fearful convul- 
aions of society, the revolutions U •mplres, the shaking of 
nations, have no Immediate or perceptible influence upon 
such associations. These companies, when founded upon 
ta\r and equitable principles, emnnot fail. Their table* tm 
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founded upon 10^ knoim and univertaUy recognised laws of 
mortality ; and there la nothing in the whole commerolal 
world more free A*om contingency, more exempt from 
epecuUtlon, more remote from explosion, more removed 
from disaster, than Life Insurance Companies P' 

"A well regnlated Insurance Company is founded, indeed, 
upon a rock, so secure and elevated that it overrides the 
tempest, and that which Is certain destruction to most com- 
mercial interests— a pam'c— brings moTMy, and therefore 
Mecurily, to a properly established and well-managed office." 

** There is no risk, I repeat it, with any life Insurance 
Company that has got fairly and legitimately under weigh ; 
failure^ therefore, in the mercantile sense of the word, is 
utterly out of the question."* 

"As to the ae/etif of the English Offices, Burt, a standard 
British author, says : " The records of Life offices afford no 
instance of a legally established Assurance Office having 
failed to fulfill its engagements. How many Life Insurance 
Companies have been called into existence within the last 
century? Millions of capital have been subscribed ; millions 
have been paid up and invested ; and not a single instance 
can be adduced of any fairly, properly constituted office 
having fSetiled, or of loss having accrued to the share-holders.* 
These are facts worth remembering. There can be no safer 
office in the world, than a well regulated Life Insurance 
office." 



♦ It is true, that within the last twenty years, several com- 
panies have attempted the business of Life Insurance, in 
this country, and have not been successful in their efforts 
to estal^sh themselves firmly and properly. But they did 
not fail /—according to the usual meaning of that term. 
Their policies were either purchased of the holders, or else 
an arrangement made, by which the risks were x^tssed over 
to, and assumed by some good and successful company, and 
without injury, in any way, to the insured parties. 

We do not know a single instance of the non-payment of 
9 Life Insurance policy, i^r it had become fairly and legally 
due by the death of the party Insured. 
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** Up to 1810, there were no more thaa Ave or six Life 
Inrarance offices in this ceuatry. At this time, (1858) there 
are about fifty oompaoies in the United Btates, chiefly loca- 
ted in the large oltlee, which, together, have Issaed more 
than 320,000 policies. It is sapi>0Bed that the number of 
policies in force at this time, In all the offices, Is not less 
than 150,006. If the amount of Insurance on each life aver- 
ages $2,000, the aggregate amount of Life Insurance is 
|300,000,00a Of the 4,000,000 fsmiUes of whites, in the 
United States, only 150,000 are insured— only about one 
in thirty, or three and one-third flunilies to the hnn* 
dred."-^U, S. Inauranct Almanac.

" We shall close this part of the Inquiry by examining 
into the general tendency of the excessive use of alcoholic 
liquors to shorten life ; either by themselves giving rise to 
disease, or by increasing the susceptibility of the system to 
other morbific causes. That such a tendency exists, cannot 
for a moment be questioned. No Life Insurance effice will 
accept an Insurance on an individual whose habits ore 
known to be Intemperate ; and It Is, doubtless, owing in part 
to the superior sobriety of the great bulk of Insurers over 
that of the average of the population, that a lower rate of 
mortality presents Itself amongst them, than that which 
might be expected, according to the calculations founded on 
the entire mortality of the country— to the great profit of 
the office. Thus at the age of 40 years, the annual rate of 
mortality, among the whole population of England, is about 
18 per 1,000 ; whilst among the lives insured in tho Life 
Offices, it is about 11 per 1,000 ; and in those insured in the 
Friendly Societies, it is about 10 i>er 1,000. Now the aver- 
age mortality for all ages between 15 and 70 years, is about 

* per 1,000, whereas In the " Temperance Provident Insti- 
ion," (Life Insurance Company) after an experience of 
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eight years, and with several lives above 70 years of age. 
the average mortality has been only 6 per 1,000, up to the 
present season, (1850) in which it has undergone a slight in- 
crease from the cholera epidemic. It is worthy of remark, 
however, that although many of the insurers in this office 
are of the i>oorer class, whose condition and employments 
expose them much more than the middling classes generally, 
to the endemic causes of cholera, no more than 8 have died 
of this disease, out of a total of about 3,600 insurers.** 

"As a means of farther comparison, the following table 
may be subjoined, in which the mortality of the insurers in 
the " Temperance Provident Institution,*' for the first five 
years, is eonoipared with that of the insurers in other offices, 
during the corresponding period of their existence.

During the sixth year ef its existence, only ttDo deaths 
occurred, out ef the whole number of Insurers in the " Tem- 
perance Provident Institution,** by whloh its annual average 
of mortality was reduced still lower.**

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The importance of Life Insurance is now 
generally acknowledged. The great variety of 
unfavorable circumstances in which families may 
be placed, at the death of those on whom they 
depend, need scarcely be enumerated in order to 
show that a considerable sum of money paid to 
tiiem on that event, must be of great utility. It 
might save a widow and children from distress ^ 
contribute to raise a fatherless family in comfort ; 
start them favorably in their career of life ; and 
establish the future respectability of themselves 
and their posterity. When these advantages may 
be secured by an annual payment, that can be 
readily spared, they need not be enlarged upon 
by general observations, to attract the attention 
of the prudent. 

The rates of this Company are as low as can 
be charged consistently with safety, and contain 
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no condition of forfeiture except such as is usual 
in Life Insurance policies. 

The Mutual rates are the same as those charged 
by other sound Mutual Companies, and secure to 
the insured a full participation in all the profits 
accruing under that system. Profits are ascer- 
tained eyery Five years, and the amount credited 
to the Policy, — payable at the death of the In- 
sured. 

Annuities will be granted, and Trusts executed 
at the customary rates and charges. 

Persons may be insured for life by paying the 
premium quarterly, semi-annually, or annually, 
or, if preferred, the whole amount in one payment. 

No risk on a single life will be taken over 
^$5,000. 

Persons may be insured for any given number 
of years, or for life. 

A wife can insure the life of her husband, pay 
the yearly premiums, and at his death receive 
the amount of the policy without regard to the 
debts of the husband. Creditors cannot take it. 

Parents can also insure the lives of their chil- 
dren, and children the lives of their parents. 

Relatives can insure the lives of those on whom 
they depend for protection and support

Creditors can insure the lives of their debtors, 
and thus secure the payment of debts that would 
otherwise be lost. 

Insurance may be made payable on the attain- 
ing a given, age, or sooner in the event of death, 

Mutual premiums amounting to $100 and up- 
wards, on policies for life, mi^ be paid, sixty per 
eent in cash; the remainder in a note at twelve 
months, bearing interest at the rate of 6 per cent, 
per annum, subject to assessments, if required, 
for losses. 

Mutual policies are also liable for all notes 
taken for premiums, which, in case of death, are 
deducted from the amount insured. 
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EXAMPLES FOR ILLUSTRATION. 



STOCK RATES. 



A PERSON aged 25, by paying $16.20 annually, 
secures for his family, his heirs, or assigns, 
$1000, should he die within 7 years. There are 
few men of 25 years of age who could not, if so 
disposed, save a dollar or two a month for pre- 
mium on a life insurance. 

A husband at the age of thirty, haying an in- 
come from salary or otherwise, of which $118 can 
be spared to accumulate for the benefit of his 
survivors, can provide, by an insurance on his 
whole life, a sure bequest of $5,000 to his heirs. 
He may, also, by making the Company his trus- 
tee to receive the sum insured for the benefit of 
some of his heirs, provide the mode in which the 
estate thus insured shall descend, and secure the 
amount to them, whatever may be the vicissitudes 
of business to which he is exposed, provided the 
premium is punctually paid. Should the tenor 
of his business be such that a continuance of his 
life for seven years would furnish him with a 
competency, the payment of $93.00 per annum 
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will secure to his heirs, should his life fail in this 
peiiod, the sum of $5,000. 

At the age of twenty, a person may insure the 
sum of $5,000 fer seven years, by paying annu- 
ally «72.50. 

At the^ge of twenty-one years, a person may 
secure to his heirs the sum of $1,000 by a monthly 
saving of $1.23. 

A person under 30 years of age, in the habit 
of drinking but one glass per day, expends within 
the year an amount of money more than sujficient 
to insure his life for the sum of two thousand 
dollars. 

A man under 30 years of age, in the habit of 
smoking, by economizing to the amount of only 
one segar per day, can pay the premium for one 
year on a policy of one thousand dollars. 

Policies, payable when the insured shall have 
attained the age of 60, or sooner if death should 
happen — ^at 25 years of age, $1,000 will cost an- 
nually $30.80 ; at 30, $35.70; at 35, $42.20; at 
40, $52.30 ; at 45, $68.90 ; at 50, $104.30. This 
mode of Insurance will enable any one to provide 
for the wants of Old Age, — ^while should he die 
before reaching the age of 60, the amount insured 
will be paid to his family or heirs. 
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MUTUAL RATES. 



Where the premium amounts to $100 or more, 
it may be paid, 60 per cent, in cash annually, 
and 40 per cent, in a note, annually, at twelve 
months, with interest. For instance— the pre- 
mium at 21 years of age is $2.32 per $100, or 
$23.20 per $1,000 ; consequently, on a policy for 
$5,000 it will be $116.00, and may be pud by a 
note, annually, at twelve months, with interest, 
for $46.40, and cash $69.60 annually. 

When the premium amounts to a larger sum, \ 
it may be paid in the same manner and propor- 
tion, by cash and notes.

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A MOTIVE FOR INSURANCE. 



An obvious motiye for making life insuTance, 
during the continuance of health and prosperity, 
may be derived from the consideration, that the 
benefit resulting from these contracts comes at a 
time when it is most indispensable, and when it 
is too late to remedy otherwise the misfortunes 
arising from the want of foresight, or from the 
derangement of even the most prosperous busi- 
ness, by sudden death. 

This motive is even stronger than that for mak- 
ing insurances on vessels or houses, since future 
industry and enterprise, while life is spared, may 
repair the losses consequent upon the neglect of 
such precautions. 

We believe, as a Savings Bank, it offers the 
best security ; its objects are altogether benevo- 
lent ; it induces saving in families for the best 
purposes — that of making provision for widows 
and orphans, and to such members of the com- 
munity as cannot readily make other provision 
for them, such as clergymen, officers of the navy 
and army, clerks in counting-houses and banks, 
mechanics, and income men generally, and might 
be profitably availed of by men of capital. 
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POLICIES CONVERTED INTO TRUSTS. 



Life Insurance policies may be so drawn that 
at death they may be conyerted into annuities 
for the support of widows and children, payable 
annually, during their lives, so that they cannot 
lose the principal by any contingency ; thus af- 
fording them a much larger yearly income than 
could be obtained in any other way, with abso- 
lute certainty that they are provided for during 
life. 

Or the amoimts to become due on policies may 
be converted into Trusts with this Company, to 
be held and appropriated according to the wishes 
of the Insured — the interest to the wife during 
her lifetime and the principal to his, her, or their 
children, after her decease-— the principal and 
interest to his, her, or their children, or in any 
other manner which the insured may desire. 
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RECEIVma MONEY IN TRUST. 



The Company will receive money in Trust, and 
apply the same with its accumulated interest, in 
the various ways the depositors may direct. In 
this mode parents may deposit money on inter- 
est, to be paid to their children at the period or 
periods they shall deem it most likely to be useful 
to them ; either for their support during minority, 
for marriage portions to daughters, or for setting 
up sons in business; and in the event of the 
death of their children, to be paid to any person 
appointed to receive it. 

In the reception and execution of these various 
Trusts, the Company having due regard to the 
security of the Institution, and the safe invest- 
ment of its funds, will make the most liberal 
arrangements as to the allowance of interest and 
charge of commissions, that the circumstances of 
each particular case may warrant, 
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INVESTMENTS. 



Inyestm ENTS made in mortgages, ground-rents, 
and other first-class securities, according to char- 
ter, which expressly prohibits the Company from 
investing money ** in the purchase or discount of, 
or advance upon promissory notes, bills of ex- 
change, or other negotiable paper." 



WHO SHOULD INSURE. 



1. — Clergtmen who have a salary during their 
lives, but who would leave their families desti- 
tute in case of their death. 

2. — Husbands and fathers whose property is 
exposed to the risk of loss, or is not sufficient to 
make a comfortable provision for their widows, 
or for their children in case of death. 

3. — Creditors, to secure sums due from debtors, 
should they die before the debt is paid. 
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4. — ^The person who borrows money should 
insure his life to secure its return, or the lender 
may insure the life of the borrower for the same 
object. 

5. — Any person who has an income during his 
life, should insure, so that an equivalent sum 
shall be paid at his death. 

6, — The expectant of a property in reversion, 
should insure, in order that an equivalent sum 
may be paid, in case of his death, before coming 
into possession. 

7. — The man who has mortgaged his property 
should insure, so that in case of death the mort- 
gage may be paid ; thus avoiding sacrifice, and 
leaving an additional sum for the use of his 
family. 

8. — ^AU persons who have any pecuniary inter- 
est in the lives of others should insure them, in 
order to save themselves from loss. 

9. — Congregations should insure the lives of 
their pastors. 
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INSURE AT ONCE. 



A FEW years or months, and in some cases a 
few days only, pass ere the fallacy of all human 
hopes and expectations is made manifest. Why, 
then, should Life Insurance be delayed for a 
single hour ?

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THE DANGER OF DELAY. 



A OBNTLEMAN of this citj applied for an in- 
surance of $2,0CM) on his life, in favor of his wife. 
The policy was made out, and he promised to call 
in a few days and pay the premium ; but he failed 
to do so, and was soon afterward taken sick and 
died. 

A laboring man in Reading, Pa., applied to 
this Company for an insurance on his life. The 
policy was made out and sent to our agent in that 
city. The premium amounted to only a small 
sum, but the payment was delayed. A few days 
afterward the poor fellow was accidentally drown- 
ed in the Schuylkill. 

A gentleman of De Ealb County, Illinois, 
before starting to California, applied for $1,000 
insurance. His policy was sent to our Agent, 
but the premium was objected to as being too 
high, and was therefore left unpaid. He started 
in good health on his journey, and died before 
reaching the place of his destination. 
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A phjsioian, in Bichmond, having examined 
the Pamphlet and Rates of our Company, agreed 
with the Agent to call on a given day the next 
week, and take out a policy for $5,000; but, alas ! 
before the day came he was on a bed of sickness, 
and in another week was in his grave, leaving a 
widow and children unprovided foi^— a melan- 
choly illustration of the danger of delay. 

A young man involved his father to the whole 
amount of his estate. Fearing that his affairs 
might turn out disastrously, he resolved to insure 
his life for the benefit of his father. He applied 
for a policy, was accepted, and the policy made 
out. The pr^nium amounted to more money 
than he had at command that day ; and he left 
the office, promising to return in a day or two to 
take it up. The next day he was taken ill and 
soon died. The endorsements of his father 
ruined him entirely, and his old age is now nn* 
provided for.
